oppoſite AQ in Nature to Fermenta- 
tron. 

| I have one thing more to add con- 

cerning our common Medicine 3 and 
it is, that neither TinQure, Solution, 
nor Pouder, nor any other thing of a 
different Body, 1s either able to ſup- 
ply its Place, or anſwer its Intention 
in any Fleſh- Wound, where there is 
conſiderable loſs of Subſtance. 

For by its analogows Subſtance and 
Conveniency of Body, it in ſome mea- 
ſure ſupplies the loſs of Subſtance by 
giving a Conveniency to the Fibres 
to enlarge themſelves betwixt the 
Branches of its Body 3 and by this 
means not only cheriſheth them by 


its natural Warmth, but ſupports 
| C 4 their 
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their (as yet young and tender) Tex- 
ture, until the Reunion be wholly 
perfected. An Inſtance of which 1s 
plainly to be fcen where the Appli- 
cation of our Medicine is continued 
(though never ſo ſhort while) be- 
yond 1s due time, in encouraging In- 
carnation to a more than convenient 
degree. 

Now ſince I have (asI hope) more 
than ſufhciently vindicated our Medi- 
cine, both by Experience and Reaſon, 
from thoſe unjuſt Aſperſions which 
our Artageniſt hath caſt upon it 
without either, 1t may not be 1mpro- 
per to take a View of the Efficas of 
his Medicine alſo in this place. 

In the firſt place I ſhall readily dit- 
charge it from the firſt Particular 
which our Medicine 1s charged with, 
viz. Relaxing of the Fibres, and ſhall 
make appear it only corrodes them.

to excern all they contain in or about 
their Orifices: 1t the firſt fails, a ſe- 
cond Application induces an Ef- 
char, except it be diluted with an 
extraordinary quantity of Water 
and then it only keeps the Place raw, 
and as himſelf ſays, without any good 
Digeſtion ;, but if applied to a Bone, 

it 
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it is infallibly condemned to a perpe- 
| tual Exfoliation, as you may ſee in 
his 9th Experament. 

I have ſcarce any room or time 
now to take notice of his Complai- 
ſance to the Gentleman who writ that 
late Learned Treatiſe of Intermitting 
Fevers, fince he abſolutely pretends 
to be the only competent Judg ; [ 
ſhall only fay that be who hath the 
Honour of his good Opinion, is not 
ſo much obliged to him for it, as thoſe 
who have formerly treated of that 
Subje&, are unmannerly and igno- 
rantly cenſured by him. 

He goes on in his 23d and 24th 
Pages with a deal of falſe Suppofiti-

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And if thoſe Hazards attend the 
Cure of external Flefb-Wounds, what is 
to be expeFed in Wounds within the 
Cavity of the Body, where the Lungr,

I anſwer 3 I look upon them at 
leaſt to be mortal if they meet with no 
other Treatment than what either he 
or his Medicine is able to afford them. 

He likewiſe ſays, that if any ſuch 
Accident come to be cured, the Sur- 
geon looks upon it as a Mrracle, and in 
no reſpe&t to be attributed either ts 
his own Intention-or Judgment. 

I anſwer; His Miſtake proceeds 
from his little Reading, and leſs Con- 
verſe with Men of Senſe and Experi- 
ence in that Profeſſion 3 any one of 
them being able to give bim more In- 
ſtances of Cures of that Nature, and 
Reaſons for them, than ever he faw 
Wounds. 

But to bring a Wound in the Lungs, 
Liver or Guts, &c. to Suppuration, he 
ſays, brings certain Death. It 
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If the poor Man knew what Suppu- 
ration were, he would never harp fo 
much upon that ſtring, it being no 
more than what himſelf hath fre- 
quently owned, though under ano- 
ther Name, viz. the bringing of the 
nutritious Juice to the Ends of the 
divided Fibres, or the ouzing out of 
ſome little Blood, or other Liquor, 
from their proper Veſlcls. 

But perhaps he willobje&, That it 
1s not the bringing of it to the Ex- 
tremitics, but its paſling into the 
Wound which he quarrels at. 

| anſwer z To ſuppoſe that Juice 
or other Liquor to have been natu- 
rally accuſtomed to drill along the 
Fibres before their Diviſion, and now 
to ſtop exattly at the Diviſion, and 
go no further, were to allow it a 
greater ſhare of Senſe, nay Reaſon, 
than himſelf can pretend to. 

The reſt of the Page is not worth 
reading, further than to let one know 

that 


at 
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that it is ſo. But here comes the Dif- 
ficulty 1n the twenty 6th Page, how to 
ſtop the Blood when a large Blood- 
Veſſel is wounded. 

I anſwer 3 It muſt be by other 
Means than his Pouder; for although 
it be a conſiderable Caulſtick, it 1s not 
ſufficient for that purpoſe, as we ſhall 
ke in the 13th Experiment, and elſe- 
where. 

He is much miſtaken when he ſays, 
that upon the ſlighteſt Occaſion we al- 
ways confine our Patients to a low Diet, 
and let theme blood : For we never do 
either, without apparent Reaſons. 

In his twenty 7th he hath a notable 
Diſh of Bllingſgate, and ought to 
have had Oiſter-Sauce e're it had 
been preſented the King's Table. 

He omits Bandages as being alto- 
gether unneceſſary ; and truly fo 
they are to his Intention, except it 
were one to hang himſelf withal fo 
ſoon as he is a little more fully diſco- 
vered to the World. "a 
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In his twenty 9th Page he gives an 
Account of his Merhod of Cure, Which 
hath ſeveral Picccs of Rarity in it. 

For Firſt, It never was nor will be 
made uſe of by any other Perſon be- 
ſides himſelf. | 

Secondly, He ſtitches cloſe up all 
Wounds without diſtintion, even 
Gun-ſbot Wonnds themſelves. 

The reſt of his Book (for want of 


better Stuff) is filled up with a par- F 


cel of as falſe as unreaſonable Afſſer- 
tions, praiſing his own, ard condem- 
ning of our Medicines 3 but of thoſe 
enough already. 

I ſhall only touch a few of them as 
we go along, by retorting ſome, and 
laughing at others. 

irſt, His external Medicine cau- 
ſes exceſhve Pain when firſt applied. 

Secondly, There is always a conft- 
derable deal of Pain afterwards, and 
the Parts fo (tiff and ſore, as if they 


never would be well. 
Thirdh, 
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Thirdly, If there hath been no Pain 
at all before, it never fails 1n a few 
Moments after the Application to 
bring a troop of ill Symptoms up- 
on the Part z ſuch as Swellings, In- 
flamn:::jons, &*c. which (by the way) 
is a ſure Argument that it 18 a ſhar 
Medicine, and a Cauſtick, though he

ourthly, Bis Medicine hath: al- 


- £ ways a Fever for its Companion : for 


ſeveral People who have been woun- 
ded, and by our Medicine brought 
toa fair way of Recovery, havein a 
very ſmall time by the uſe of bis Me- 
dicine been thrown into Fevers, ac- 
companied with violent Pains in the 
Parts. | 
And again 3 The ſame Perſons by 
quitting of his Method and Medicine, 
and uſing of ours, have been as ſud- 
denly recovered : As may be ſeen in 
our 15th Remark. The fifth being 
only a Repetition, I ſhall take no no- 
tice of it. In 
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In his thirty 4th Page he makes and 
anſwers a terrible Objection, -v7z, 
How it's poſhible for him, without 
bringing a Wound to Suppuration, to 
obtain the Diſcharge of extraneous 
Bodies; ſuch as Bullets, Clothes, 
Splinters, @*c. 

I ſhall (von anſwer that for him: 
He hath'ia his Method of Cure ſtitched 
them all hard up long ago, for fear 
they ſhould have been kept open by 
tenting. Pathing his other. Repeti- 
tions, we come to his Inſtance 1n the 
thirty 6th Page of two Officers of the 
Fuſileers z the Matter of Fa& to my 
certain Knowledg was thus : 

Licutenant Fletcher, the. Subjedt of 
his 4th Experiment, being one of 
them, we ſhall refer him to the Re- 
mark upon that Experiment ;, the 0- 
ther was wounded with a . hollow 
Blade, the Point entred a little above 
the Carpw, or Wriſt, on. the under 
and inſide 3 fo paſſing under the Ar- 

tery,

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tety, and rubbing upon ſeveral of the 
Tendons and Radius, came out about 
five or fix Inches upwards from its 
Entrance.

Doctor is pleaſed to ſhew his Judg- 
ment in ſaying the latter was (hghtly 
wounded, he will nevertheleſs to any 
unprejudiced Perſon plainly appear 
to have been more dangerouſly 
wounded than the other ; He was 
dreſſed by the Surgeon to the Regi- 
ment ; and although about the four- 
teenth Day there came a Swelling, 
and ſome Inflammation upon the Part,

twenty four Hours removed, and the 
Gentleman (whatever the DoQor 
fallly and maliciouſly reports to the 
contrary) was in leſs than three Week: 
perfectly well.

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He goes on in the thirty 7th and 
thirty 2th Pages with the already 
thread-bare Encomiums of his Medi- 
cine; and after a needleſs Caution, 
forbidding us to believe that he can 
work Miracles, he refers us for the 
Proof of all to the fourteen follow- 
ing Experiments ; which are to him 
like Sampſor's Locks : but I ſuppoſe 
with this Difference, that if once they 
be cut off, they are never like togrow 
2ga10. 

Although ſome part of the follow. 
ing Experiments have been hitherto 
Strangers rto my Ears, (though al- 
ways upon the Place where they pre- 
tend to have been acted) I ſhall not 
therefore conclude that there never 
were ſuch Perſons in being as the 
Subje&s of them : nevertheleſs, 1 
may (l hope) without breach of e1- 
ther Modeſty or Charity, -be'bold to 
afhirm, (and that upon good Grounds) 
that the Matter of Fact 1n all of them 

Is 
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is very much different from that Re- 
lation the Learned Arthor is here 
pleaſed to make us : For, 

Firſt, Such of his Experiments 
which either my own Eyes, or thoſe 
of my unqueſtionable Evidences have 
been Witneſles to, are as far from be- 
ing true as reaſonable z as we ſhall ſee 
in their proper place. 

Secondly, The Names of, and his 
Experiments upon all Perlons who 
have miſcarried under his hand, (e- 
ſpecially ſuch as every one may eafily 
inform themſelves of the Truth of) 
are by him utterly ſuppreſsd and con- 
ceal'd. 

Thirdly, The Improbability, nay 
Impoſhbilicy, which attends the grea- 
teſt part of his Relations muſt needs 
be no ſmall Impediment to their Cre- 
dit, with any conſiderate and judiet:

Nevertheleſs, I (ball not any where 
in my Remarks upon his following 

D 2 Expe- 
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Experiments, contradid his pretended 
Matter of FaCt, excepting ſuch as I am 
able to bring undoubted Proof to the 
contrary. 

For the reſt, I ſhall only (ex paſ- 
ſant ) obſerve ſome few of his many 
as well Improbabilities as Inconfiſten- 
Cies. 


Remarks upon his Firſt Experiment. 


His Experiment tells us of a Per- 

ſon run through the Left-arm, 

and into the Lungs : The Perſon ſays 
he found the Sword paſs into the very 
inmoſt part of his 'Breaſt ; and I am 
ſure the Dofor was obliged to take 
his word, ſince he will not allow 
Sounding by Probe. By its entring 
betwixt the ſecond and third Rib,l hope 
he reckons upwards; and then in-

Remarks upon bis Second Experiment. 


Ere 1s a Relation which I have 

heard far otherwiſe from ſeve- 

ral Gentlemen of that Regiment 3 but 

ſuppoſe the Matter of Fat true, I do 

not find it any the leaſt of kin to a 
Miracle. 

The Perſon was, as he ſays, ru #n- 
to the Belly abont two Inches above the 
Navel on the right-ſide ; the Sword, as 
himſelf, and other Spe@ators ſay, entred 
at leaft ſeven or eight Inches. 

I muſt needs fay, that both the 
Perſon himſelf, and the Spectators

He ſays he believes the Symptoms

For neither Vomiting, nor Pain 
in his Belly, nor Reſtleſneſs, nor e- 
ven the Stooling of bloody Excre- 
ment, (which are all the Symptoms 
himſelf gives) are ſufficient to de- 
monſtrate the Inteſtines to be woun- 
ded; the laſt oftner proceeding from 
Bruiſes, &c. than any thing elſe. How- 
ever, by the Uſe of the Pouder and 
Tiucture, he was preſently well; and 
indeed who wenuld not work a little Mi-

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Remarks upon his Third Experiment. 


E are now come to that Ex- 
riment which gave iſe 
(thongh undeſervedly) to all its 4z- 
thor's Reputation, and that more by 
the Ignorance, or at leaſt Inadverten- 
cy of ſome other Syrgeons, than ct» 
ther his own Ingenuity or Conduct. 
The Matter of Fatt is; The Perſon 
of the ſame Name and Regiment 
which he relates, was run into the 
Breaſt: the Surgeon to the Regt- 
ment ſounding of the Wound with 
bis Probe, and being alarmed with 
the rebutting of it by the $yſtole and 
Diaſtole of the Heart, did thence raſh- 
ly and inconſiderately conclude that 
the Wound muſt neceflarily pene- 
trate into the Cavity ; never conl1- 
dering that even the laying of a Probe 
(orthe like) upon the Region of the 
Heart (though without the Skin) 
D 4 will 
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will give it a conſiderable Motion ; 
but much more if thruſt into, or 
preſſed upon itsmore contiguous Muſ- 
cles. The Surgeon (as is ſaid) being 
ſurprized, gave the Standers-by but 
little hopes of his Life 3 whereupon 
our Do&or was ſent for, and I do be- 
lieve cured him, though not in fo 
ſhort time as he relates. | 

For I am very well aſſured by two 
credible Perſons, that the Cure was 
no Jeſs than fix Weeks long 3 which

for ſuch a Number of Surgeons coming 
and pulling off bis.

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Remarks upon bis Fowrth Experiment. 


T ſeems the Awthor was afraid of 

coming ſhort in the Number of 
his Experiments, otherwiſe he would 
never have inſerted this.amongſt his 
Miracles, being no more thanaWound 
with a Sword 1n the fleſhy part of the 
Thigh; and although 1 have ſpoke 
with ſeveral Perſons that ſaw it, I can- 
not find it to have been half fo large 
as he reports : But ſuppoſe it were, 
that could but little retard the Cure, 
fince neither Blood-Veſſel nor Tendon 
was wounded. He does well in aflig- 
ning no definite time for the Cure z 
becauſe the Gentleman at that time 
was obliged to go to the Gariſon e're 
that was effeed, and (as | can make 
appear) was not fit to come toCamp 
for ſeveral Months after.

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Remarks upon bis Fifth Experiment. 


His Experiment gives account 

of a Perſon wounded in the 
Stomach with a Sword ; but his Medi 
cines being uſcd according to the uſi.

were, i&u oli, by the Uſe of his Tin-

| Ere we are told of a Perſon who 
had his Sternum, or Breaſt- 
bone divided with a Sword ; but whi- 
ther according to its Length or 
Breadth, we haveno Account : How 
ever, the Sword paſſed on intothe Lungs 
(as he ſays); burit ſeems 'twas /ert 
with Mr. Chomley, for be was not 
ſtrong enough to keep on the Dreſſings a- 
gainſt ſuch violent Eruptions of Blood 
and Air. Hereis a new Mode of Stitch- 
ing, the which is hardly reconcilable ; 
and more than that, here is a (mall 
Miſtake in the Relation of Matter of

Ere is another Perſon wounded 
in the Lungs, and given over 
tor dead by ſeveral Surgeons 3 bir 
Wound had been a Fortnight received, 
and be in a very bad Condition : never- 
theleſs by troice applying his Pouder, he 
was cured, By which, I perceive that 
his Pouder mends upon his hand ;

He ſays the Blood:was ſoon ſtopd, 
or" rather pent' in by My/\Engliſh 
Surgeon to the Regiment : 5 however, i nt 
was more than he could do: after- 
wards, by all his big Pretenſtons.! 

Tis true, - that after 'ſome-'time 
there happened a freſh Flux of Blood, 
which was the Occaſion that he was 
called, but (at leaft) miſtakes when 
he lays they ufed- red-hot Irons to 
ſtop it 3 though I do believe they 
had better done it, than truſted to 
his Pouder, as they did to the' (at

Remarks upon bis 15th Experiment. 


Here are ſeveral other Experi- 
ments noleſsconſiderablethan 
the former ; which the DoGor's e1- 
ther - Modeſty or Memory hath not 
ſerved him to infert : I ſhall do him 
that Service, and ſubjoin ther to the 
reſt, leſt his Treatife ſhould want fo 
much of being compleat. 

The firſt of them is an Experiment 
made upon a Mann St. Bartholomew's 
Hoſpital ; whoſe diſeaſed Arm was 
amputated above the Elbow : but for 
above a quarter of an Hour's time ma- 
ny ſucceſlc{s Appheations of his Stip- 
tick were made, and at length a ſmall 
Tent dippd in the Pouder it (elf in- 
ſerted intothe Extremity of the bleed- 
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ing Artery, before the Flux of Blood 
vr admit the Application of Ban- 
ape. 

A few hours after, a freſh Flux of 
Blood appeared 3 which obliged them 
to have recourſe to their ordinary 
Method upon ſuch Occaſtons. 


Remarks upon his 16th Experiment. 


Hat ſame Morning and Place 
the above-mentioned Amputa- 
tion was made, a Boy about 12 Years 
of Age had his Leg taken off below 
the Knee 5 who had many and re- 
peated ſucceſleſs Applications of this 
pretended Stiptick made to his bleed- 
wg Stump, before it conld be got 
bound up; and in lefs than an Hour 
after, a freſh Flux of Blood was to be 
ſeen, and notto bereſtrained withour 
ſome more effe&tual Methods. 
Some few Hours afrer the Operati- 
ons, both theſe Patrents ſuffered excef- 
five Pains. E 4 Three 
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Three Days after, when the Appli- 
cations were taken off, had any Per- 
ſon,a Stranger to what had beendone, 
ſeen the Stumps, - he would have ſup- 
poſed that nothing leſs than the Ap- 
plication of an actual Cyutery could 
have cauſed ſuch large Eſchars and 
horrid Appearances ; which did (ut- 
ficiently demwunitrate this bis Anodyne 
Poder (as he calls it) to be a violent 
Cauſtick. | 

The Doftor can here make no Ob- 
jection 3 for-his Pouder was applied 
with all imaginable Fairneſs, 1n his 
own Preſence : nor hath heany Rea» 
ſon to believe that thoſe Svrgeons who 
uſed .it in-the Heſpital, had. the leaſt 
delign to hinder its Succeſs, fince it's 
well known they: were rather preju- 
diced 1n its favour than to the con- 
trary, od bs |

Apt. Rogers, in my Lord Caftle- 

4 ton's Regiment, upon the 18th 

ot Argyſt Old Stile, Twelve at Night, 
being near the King's Quarters at Wi-- 
zingham in a Coffee-Tent, 1n a Ren- 
counter received a (light Thruſt into 
the Belly, a little below the Navel. 
Amongſt other Gentlemen, Col. Tad- 
comb was there prefent 5 who having 
ſome' of Mr. Colbatch's Pouder about. 
him; cauſed it immediately to be ap- 
plied by one' of the Gentlemen there 
preſent; according to the DireQions 
he had reecived with itz and immedi- 
ately ſent for Mr.Colbatch himſelf, who 
ſent his Friend who had formerly done 
all his Bufinefs. He gave him ſome of 
his Tin&ure in a Glaſs of Sack, as u- 
ſual 3 which being ſeveral 'rimes re- 
peated 
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peated in ſome few hours, brought the 
Gentleman into a raging Fever, and 
ſoon after into ſuch yiolent Convul- 
fions as colt hm his Life. 

He died the next Morning ; and al- 
though the Wound was made by an 
indifterent broad Sword, yet it was 
not to be traced into the Cavity ofthe 
Abdomen by the fineſt * Probe. 

It was unanimouſly concluded by 
all there preſent, that the Tincture, 
together with the large quantity of 
Wine which he received itn, was the 
only Cauſe of his Death ; and in my 
Judgment very reaſonably, conlider- 
19g that it is next to. impoſhible that 
any ſuch Wound in that Place, ſhould 
have done it (if atall) in a good many 
days, I was preſent my ſelf, and took 
this Accountin my Pocket-Book, and 
could infert the Names of many very 
worthy Gentlemen 3 but ſhall be fo 
mannerly at preſent to forbear, and 
do think I have given the Inquiſttive

Ne Mr. Edward Dunn, belong- 

\ # ing tothe Cock-pit, being woun- 
ded in-the Hand by a Cocks Spar; and 
being drawn to Mr. Colbatch by the 
loud Report of his famous Pouder, 
omiſed himſelf a more than ordinary 
ſafe and ſpeedy Cure : The Do@Gor 
did no leſs; and having applied his 
Pouder, proniiſcd him there ſhould be 


no occahton for a ſecond Applications . 


and truly he nad like to have played 
the Prophet : for (to ule the Patient's 
own Words) inſtead of a Cure, he 
was forced to 0 to Mr. ohnfona Sur- 

eon in Shecr-lane to tale care of it, 
otherwiſe he'mnſt bave loſt his Hand;z 
for that Apptlicatwn ſo ſwelled and 
inflamed his Hand, that the Pain of it 


threw him into a Fever. I bave uſed 
Tf; _ his 
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his own Words, in a Certificate to me 
under his own Hand, 

I have mentioned this, and ſome of 
the foregoing Obſervations, becauſe 
they are at the door, and every one 
may eaſily inform themſelves of the 
Truth of them : But #his 1n parti- 
cular, becauſe being a (light Wound, 
and the Perſon of a good habit of 
Body,_that were not his Medicine the 
very bane of Nature, it could never 
produce ſuch horrible EffeCts. 

I could add ſeveral other Obſerva- 


nions as little for his Reputation as 
the former; but do believe theſe e- 
nough for both the SatisfaQtion and 
Information of 'any conſiderate and 
unprejudiced Perſon.

The Deſcription of his Pouder and 
Tincure. 


3 


IS a hard matter peremptonly 

to allert what Ingredients, 
and 1n what Proportion almoſt any 
Compoſition conſiſts of 5 but accord- 
ing to the ſeveral Experiments made 


upon thts Pouder both -by my ſelf, and 


ſeveral other Perſons, (whoſe Judgments 


are not a little to be reverenced, whoſe pro- 
per Profeſſion it is to be converſant in 
chymical Matters ) the Pouder conſiſts 
of a Vitriol of Copper; and thateither 
Roman, which is purely ſo 3 or Dent- 
zick, which hath a ſmall Mixture: of 


Iron. By its Sweetnels it ſeems to have + 
ſome Sygar of Lead in it, rather for its / 


diſpuifing than bettering. As for its 
Preparation, take which Y:triol you 
pleaſe; and expoſe it to a hot and dry 
Air, free from Duſt, (having firſt groſ- 


ly 
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ly bruiſedit) and 'twill turn in a ſmall 
time to a whitiſh impalpable Pouder., 
As for its Incarnate Gloſs, that may ea- 
fily be given it by cither Sangruis dra- 
conis, Or any other red Body. Any Per- 
fon will eably be convinced of the 
Truth of what fay, if he will buttake 
a piece of poliſh'd Iron, and wetting 
it with his Spittle, and rub a little of 
his Pouder upon it, twill immediate- 
ly turn to a copperiſh Colour ; or 1f 
he precipitates a Solution of it by 
ſome few Drops of Spiritxs ſalis Armo- 
#7aci,or the like,he will find the V71ri- 
o/immediately fall to bottom; leaving 
that other body, withig which 'twas 
ting'd, ſwimming on the top of the 
Water, or adhering to the ſides. 

I am nevertheleſs apter to beheve 
the Vitriol rather to be-a Dartzick 
than a Romar, becauſe the former is 
cheaper than the latter, .though one 
would think. che exorbitant Rate-of 
his Medicine: might be able to _ 
| tne 
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the deareſt of them. By whathath 
been faid in the Deſcription of it; T 
ſuppoſe the beſt Way of applying of 
It will cafily appear to be to throw it 
tnto ſome naſty Puddle: of Water 5 
which by its Filth, is excuſed from 
the uſe of Man and Beaſt. 

As for the Tin@&ure, if we had no o- 
ther, himſelf hath given us ſome Light 
intothe Matter; for he ſays, inaSheet 
publiſhed by him laſt Year, thatits of 
the ſame Fawily with the:/Pouder, (to 
ſay Truth, it's pity two ſhould be 
troubled with them). 

It certainly. conliſts of a Mixture of 
Oil of Vatriol,;and Spirit of Wine ; as 
may -calily be diſcovered both by i its 
Smell and Take. 'Tisan Acid, becaufe 
of its Efferveſcence withVolatile Salts. 
That it hath -a Mixture of Spirit of 
Wine,appears by dipping your Finger 
in it, and touching it withthe Flame of 
a Candlesfor it immediately concerves 
Flame, which continucs:to the Con- 

GT ption 
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ſumption of theSpirit, and leaves your 
Finger only wet with the Flagme. 

But 'tis ſometimes no more than a 
Solution of his Pouder, and then one 
may ealily precipuate the Vitriol from 
it. As for its Colour,that may be given 
it ſo many ways, and is ſo little eflential 
to the Medicine, that tis not worth 
Inquiry. 

Though the TinQure be of the ſame 
family, yet it's: not ſo antient as the 
Pouder; for it was not ſomuch as heard 
of at theſe Experiments in St. Bartho- 
lomew's Hoſpital, tho' its Author had 
never more need of it : But I do ve- 
rily believe Neceſlity was the Mother 
of that Invention; for his Pouder be- 
ing there ſo publickly diſgraced, he 
was obliged to trump up another Me- 
dicine to ſupply its Defect, and make 
up the Pair.
